INATTENTION  TO  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  TELEGRAMS  AND  OTHER 

MATTERS. 

[File  No.  586.] 

Notwithstanding  instructions  published  in  Service  Announcements  three  times 
within  the  last  year  and  a  half  regarding  brevity  of  telegrams,  etc.,  employees  con- 
tinue to  send  telegrams  of  unnecessary  length  and  otherwise  not  conforming  to 
instructions.  It  is  also  evident  that  in  other  respects  many  employees  of  the  bureau 
do  not  give  heed  to  instructions  contained  in  this  publication.  As  a  consequence 
the  bureau  is  caused  unnecessary  expense  and  the  Washington  office  is  frequently 
put  to  annoyance  and  trouble  and  is  burdened  with  much  unnecessary  correspond- 
ence. Unless  better  attention  is  given  to  instructions  appearing  in  this  publication 
it  may  be  necessary  to  discipline  those  who  fail  in  this  respect  and  to  require  them 
to  pay  any  unnecessary  expense  occasioned  by  their  failure  to  follow  instructions. 

The  instructions  regarding  telegrams  are  repeated  below: 

Telegrams  sent  to  the  Bureau  at  Washington  should  be  addressed  "  Animal  Indus- 
try, Washington,  D.  C,"  and  not  to  divisions  or  offices  of  the  bureau  or  to  individ- 
uals connected  with  the  bureau.  All  such  telegrams  are  to  be  signed  with  the 
surname  only. 

All  employees  in  charge  of  stations  who  have  not  already  done  so  are  directed  to 
register  their  addresses  with  the  telegraph  company  or  companies  in  their  respec- 
tive cities.  Such  telegraphic  address  should  consist  of  the  surname  of  the  employee 
in  charge,  the  words  "  Animal  Industry,"  and  the  name  of  the  city  and  State,  as 
"Bennett,  Animal  Industry,  Chicago,  111."  The  home  address  also  should  be  filed 
so  that  such  employees  may  be  reached  by  telegraph  on  Sundays  and  holidays  if 
necessary. 

The  telegraph  should  be  used  sparingly,  and  only  when  the  delay  in  using  the 
mail  would  be  injurious  to  the  public  interests. 

Omit  all  unnecessary  words.

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In  a  message  from  one  official  or  employee  to  another  titles  should,  not  he  used. 
In  a  great  many  cases  names  in  both  address  and  signature  may  be  limited  to 
single  words, 
lumbers  should  be  expressed  in  words. 
Ordinal  numbers  must  not  be  abbreviated.

Requirements  for  " Prime"  Stearin.

Oleo,  beef,  or  mutton  stearin  can  not  properly  be  labeled  or  otherwise  marked  as 
" prime"  if  prepared  from  the  ordinary  shop  or  scrap  fats.  Products  to  be  desig- 
nated as  prime  must  be  prepared  from  No.  1  stock  only. 

Tags  for  Tank  Cars. 

[File  No.  69.] 

Warning  tags  I.  D.  Form  109EE  are  ready  for  distribution.  This  tag  is  to  be  used 
in  lieu  of  the  cloth  placard  I.  D.  Form  109E  on  tank  cars  containing  C*"U.  S.  inspected 
and  passed"  meat  food  products  shipped  from  one  official  establishment  to  another 
or  to  a  port  for  reloading  into  ship  tanks.  One  of  the  tags  should  be  securely 
attached  to  each  seal.  Inspectors  in  charge  of  stations  making  this  class  of  ship- 
ments should  order  a  limited  supply  of  these  tags  to  meet  their  requirements. 


BORROWING    MONEY   BY    BUREAU   EMPLOYEES    FROM    PERSONS 
CONNECTED  WITH  OFFICIAL  ESTABLISHMENTS.

The  attention  of  the  bureau  has  been  brought  to  a  number  of  cases  where  its 
employees  have  borrowed  money  from  proprietors  of  or  others  connected  with  official 
establishments.  On  account  of  the  apparent  difficulty  in  arriving  at  a  conclusion  as 
to  whether  such  loans  were  made  with  ulterior  intent,  the  bureau  has  dealt  with  such 
cases  as  the  circumstances  have  appeared  to  warrant.  Hereafter,  however,  such  cases 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  legal  office  with  a  view  to  having  a  court  decide  whether 
or  not  there  has  been  an  offense  committed  against  the  meat-inspection  law.  This 
action  will  involve  the  lender  as  well  as  the  borrower.  All  persons  to  whom  this 
warning  applies  will  please  take  notice  accordingly, 


CONVICTION  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  MEAT-INSPECTION  LAW. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  W.  A.  Schultz,  Slate  Hill,  X.  Y.,  the  defendant 
was  recently  found  guilty  of  violating  the  meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  interstate 
certain  immature  calf  carcasses  and  was  fined  8100.

Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not 
more  than  67  gallons  of  water. 
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"  Napa  Cresol  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  American  Sani- 
tary Products  Co.,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69 
gallons  of  water. 

"  C7H80  Compound,"  a  cresol  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Hunt  Manufacturing  Co., 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  124  gallons  of 
water.

This  infor- 
mation should  be  shown  at  the  bottom  of  the  report. 


REPORTING  ARRIVAL  OR  NONARRP7AL  OF  EMPLOYEES  AT  STATIONS.

It  is  noted  that  a  few  officers  in  charge  have  been  negligent  about  reporting  the 
arrival  or  nonarrival  of  employees  added  to  their  forces.
